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By the after- final amendment filed 8/15/06, applicants have proposed to amend claims 
15-28 & 32-34, to cancel claims 29, 34, 37-46 and to add claims 47-48. 
However, this amendment will not be entered. First, there is an error in the structure of 

1 A 

claim 1 5 . Variables R and R should be bonded to the carbon atom bearing the "-0-S- Ar" 
group. Second, even if entered, claim 15 would still encompass administration to any 
target tissue (e.g., the lungs, pancreas, or intestines) and as such the claim would remain 
non-enabled, since there is no indication from the specification or prior art that 
dihydroxyindolecarboxylic acid will target these organs. Third, even claim 48 could 
potentially encompass i.v. or oral administration; any formulation which is suitable for i.v. 
administration could be applied to the skin, and certainly any liquid formulation which is 
suitable for oral administration could be applied to the skin and would likely be effective if 
the active agent is actually effective; accordingly, none of the claims actually require topical 
administration to the skin, and so the previous enablement issues would remain. Fourth, 
the examiner bears no obligation to examine claims 47-48, as these raise new issues. 
Accordingly, the after-final amendment will not be entered.
